Korea: Implications of the increased North Korean 
activity in the vicinity of the islands near the 
Northern Limit Line especially with regard to the 25X14 
background and motivation for the firing on the 
US SR-71 Mission. How sensitive are the North 
Koreans to these flights? 


Japan-ROK Relations: What are the prospects for ROK- 
Japanese relations in light of the failure of 
the two governments to come close to agreement 
on economic assistance at the recent ministerial 
talks. 


Sino-US Relations: Assess PRC tactics in addressing 
the issue of US arms sales to Taiwan in light of 
a rash of recent commentary by PRC officials 
and the postponement of the visit of the Vice 
Chief of Staff to the US.
